CONFIDENTIAL 
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BOTH PHILIPPINES AND FINLAND ARE IN COMPETITION EOR THE 
CHAIRMANSHIP OF THE SIXTH (LEGAL) COMMITTEE, AND UNLESS ONE 
WITHDRAWS AN ELECTION WILL BE HELD. THE FINNS ARE RUNNING 
A WELL-KNOWN INTERNATIONAL LAWYER WITH EXTENSIVE UN EXPERIENCE, 
PROF. BROMS, AND THE PHILIPPINES THEIR SOLICITOR GENERAL

PAPADOPOULOS-ONAN CONSULTATIONS -

WITH RELATION TO INTERCOMMUNAL TALKS. THEY REPORTED THAT ONAN 
TOLD THE SYG THE TURKISH SIDE WOULD ACCEPT DISCUSSION OF 
CONSTITUTIONAL ARRANGEMENTS IN PLENARY OF CYPRUS TALKS UNDER 
SYG'S AUSPICES, BUT SYG REPLIED THAT CONSTITUTIONAL AND 
TERRITORIAL QUESTIONS WERE INTEGRALLY LINKED AND IT WOULD BE 
DIFFICULT TO SEPARATE THEM INTO PROCEDURAL CATEGORIES.

FRENCH HAVE NOW APPROACHED US CONCERNING ABSTENTION ON

CHINESE PERMREP WARNS OF DANGERS OF "DETENTE" - 

WHEN GOV SCRANTON CALLED AT THE CHINESE MISSION TO SIGN 
CONDOLENCE BOOK FOR CHAIRMAN MAO, PRC PERMREP HUANG HUA, 

AFTER LAMENTING MAO'S DEATH AND SAYING HE AND THE CENTRAL 
COMMITTEE WILL ALWAYS BE GUIDED BY MAO'S TEACHINGS, WARNED 
OF THE DANGERS OF "DETENTE." HE RECALLED DELADIER AND 
CHAMBERLIN AS SUPPORTERS OF "DETENTE," AND COMMENTED THEIR 
EFFORTS PROBABLY HASTENED WAR. HE DEPLORED THE EACT THAT 
SOME EUROPEAN COUNTRIES WERE QUAILING BEFORE THE SOVIETS.

IN US-USSR PRE-GA CONSULTATIONS, BOTH SIDES EMPHASIZED 
IMPORTANCE OF COOPERATION AND DETENTE, BUT DISCUSSION HIGH- 
LIGHTED EUNDAMENTAL DIFFERENCES OVER SOUTHERN AERICA, 

MIDDLE EAST AND KOREA. AREAS OE AGREEMENT WERE OPPOSITION 
TO CHARTER REVIEW, COMMON CONCERN OVER PROLIFERATION OF UN 
AGENCIES AND CONFERENCES, AND INTEREST IN HOLDING DOWN UN 
BUDGET. US PUBLIC'S SKEPTICISM OVER DIRECTION OF US- 
SOVIET RELATIONS WAS MADE CLEAR. AMB BENNETT SAID US DOES NOT 
WANT RECURRENCE OF COLD WAR TENSIONS, BUT DOES NOT ACCEPT 
AN "ESCAPE CLAUSE" FOR SOVIET SUPPORT OF WARS OF NATIONAL 
LIBERATION OR SOVIET EFEORTS TO SABOTAGE US ATTEMPTS TO 
FIND A PEACEFUL SOLUTION IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. SOVIET CHARGE 
KHARLAMOV REPLIED THAT NORMALIZATION OE US-SOVIET RELATIONS 
IS ESSENTIAL FOR WORLD PEACE. AFTER LAUNCHING INTO ATTACK 
ON US MILITARY-INDISTRIAL COMPLEX, HE NOTED PRES KAUNDA'S 
WARNING TO SECRETARY THAT TIME IS RUNNING OUT IN SOUTHERN 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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AFRICA, CHARGED THAT US, UK AND FRANCE SUPPLIED MERCENARIES 
TO ANGOLA BEFORE CUBANS CAME IN, AND REPEATED STANDARD SOVIET 
POSITION RE SELF-DETERMINATION FOR NAMIBIA AND RHODESIA. 
KHARLAMOV INDICATED THERE WILL BE ONE OR MORE SOVIET 
INITIATIVES, BUT REEUSED TO BE DRAWN OUT ON THEM. SOVIETS 
WERE UNCERTAIN AS TO HOW ECONOMIC ISSUES WILL GO AT THE 
3 1ST GA, BUT INTEND TO PUSH THEIR EUNDAMENTAL VIEWS REGARDING 
ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT. (CONFIDENTIAL - USUN 3808) 
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US-EC PRESIDENTIAL DIALOGUE - 

NETHERLANDS PERMREP KAUFMANN, IN HIS CAPACITY AS NEW YORK 
REPRESENTATIVE OF THE EC PRESIDENCY, TOLD GOV SCRANTON HE WAS 
SEEKING TO ESTABLISH A "SYSTEMATIC, YET INFORMAL AND PRAGMATIC" 
LINK WITH USUN SO THAT THERE COULD BE CLOSE CONSULTATIVE 
RELATIONS BETWEEN THE U.S. AND EC IN NEW YORK, PARTICULARLY

MEETING WITH ALGERIAN COUNSELOR - 

IN DISCUSSION OF VARIETY OE QUESTIONS, ALGERIAN COUNSELOR 
TALEB-BENDIAB OFEERED EXPLANATION IN REBUTTAL OF THE COMMONLY 
HEARD CHARGE THAT THE HOSTILE DRAFT RESOLUTION ON KOREA 
WAS AN "ALGERIAN" INITIATIVE. HE INSISTED THAT HIS INSTRUCTIONS 
TO TELL NORTH KOREANS TO SEEK OTHER SIGNATURES BEEORE ALGERIA 
WOULD COSPONSOR CAME DIRECTLY FROM FOREIGN MINISTER BOUTEFLIKA 
AND PERMREP RAHAL. HE SAID ALGERIA'S ADVOCACY OF NORTH KOREAN 
POSITION IN THE PAST HAD BEEN BASED CONSIDERABLY ON ALGERIA'S 
ROLE AS NONALIGNED LEADER, BUT THAT THIS YEAR, ALTHOUGH RAHAL 
WOULD SPEAK IN FAVOR OF THE DPRK, WE "WOULD NOTICE A BIG 
DIFEERENCE." HE APPEALED FOR A REFERENDUM ON THE SAHARA, 

WITHOUT CONDITIONS, AND CLAIMED ALL ALGERIA WANTED WAS A WAY 
TO SAVE FACE. HE SAID ALGERIA'S LOW PROFILE AT THE COLOMBO 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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NONALIGNED CONFERENCE WAS NECESSITATED BY OVER-COMMITMENT 
OF RESOURCES ON SAHARA. 

IMMEDIATELY THEREAFTER, ALGERIAN FIREBRAND DJOUDI STRONGLY 
CRITICIZED U.S. FOR ITS AFRICAN AND THIRD WORLD POLICIES 
IN GENERAL AND CONFIDED THAT THE ONLY REASON THE U.S. 

WAS NOT GETTING HIT HARDER CONCERNING SOUTH AERICA WAS

SWEDISH MISOFF SAID SWEDES HAVE RECEIVED SEVERAL SUGGESTIONS,

ON POLITICAL PRISONERS, BUT THEY HAVE NOT YET ATTEMPTED TO

AT UK INITIATIVE, WEO'S AGREED TO CONTINUE EFFORTS WITH ECOSOC

ON DECADE FOR ACTION TO COMBAT RACISM FROM 18 TO 20 MEMBERS 
WITH WEO SLOTS TO BE INCREASED FROM THREE TO FIVE.

NONALIGNED CONFERENCE - 

AUSTRIAN PERMREP JANKOWITSCH SPOKE TO VINCI GROUP CONCERNING 
COLOMBO NONALIGNED CONFERENCE AND, AS USUAL, GILDED THE 
NONALIGNED LILY. HE SAID AMONG OTHER THINGS, AREAS OF 
CONSENSUS HAVE BEEN REDUCED AS HAS NONALIGNED MOVEMENT'S ROLE 
AS MEDIATOR; AREAS OF CONSENSUS INCLUDED VIEWS ON DECOLONIZATION, 
ESPECIALLY SOUTHERN AFRICA, MIDDLE EAST, AND DISARMAMENT. 

ON MIDDLE EAST IT WAS BASICALLY LIMA FORMULA ON ISRAELI 
SUSPENSION WHICH WAS ACCEPTED. KEY AREAS OF DISSENT WERE 
FAR EAST AND SOUTHEAST ASIA. HE THOUGHT lOPZ RESOLUTION 
REPRESENTED "GENUINE COMPROMISE." 
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IN SUBSEQUENT QUESTION PERIOD, ITALIAN REPRESENTATIVE CRITICIZED 
MANY "NONALIGNED " AS NOT BEING NONALIGNED AT ALL, AND ATTACKED 
NONALIGNED PRE-PACKAGING OF GA DRAFT RESOLUTIONS WITHOUT 
BENEFIT OF WESTERN INPUT. JANKOWITSCH EXCUSED THE LATTER AS 
IN FACT BEING BENEFICIAL, OFFERING "AHEAD OF TIME" THE 
VIEWS OF THE AFRO-ASIAN GROUP. HE CHARACTERIZED THE 
SOUTH AFRICAN RESOLUTION AT COLOMBO AS INDICATIVE OF ABSENCE 
OF ANY ADVOCACY OF A PEACEFULLY NEGOTIATED SETTLEMENT IN 
SOUTHERN AFRICA. HE OBSERVED THAT ONLY INDIA WAS PUSHING 
A MONOPOLISTIC PRESS POOL. OTHERS DID NOT PUSH PAKISTAN'S 
ECONOMIC SUMMIT INITIATIVE. THE NORTH KOREANS OVERPLAYED 
THEIR HAND, AND PERHAPS ONLY 60 PERCENT OF THE NAC MEMBERS 
FORMED THE KOREAN "CONSENSUS." IN RESPONSE TO FRENCH QUESTION, 
JANKOWITSCH CHARACTERIZED NAC CALL FOR EMBARGO AGAINST FRANCE 
AS "PRODUCT OF HALLUCINATION," WHICH HAD NOT BEEN DISCUSSED 
IN COMMITTEE PRIOR TO ITS PASSAGE BY NAC PLENARY. IN THE 
PAST JANKOWITSCH HAS TENDED TO BUILD UP NAM S IMPORTANCE; 

THIS YEAR HE SEEMED TO BE TRYING TO HERALD ITS LACK OF 
IMPORTANCE BY STRESSING GROWING DIVISIONS WITHIN THE MOVEMENT.

THE UN SECRETARIAT IS IN PROCESS OF DISTRIBUTING NONALIGNED 
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CONFERENCE DOCUMENTS AS UN DOCUMENTS. SRI LANKAN DEPUTY 
PERMREP SAID RESERVATIONS ARE NEVER INCLUDED IN NONALIGNED 
DOCUMENTS DISTRIBUTED BY UN, BUT "AT REQUEST OE MANY" 

HIS MISSION DISTRIBUTED TO UN MISSIONS LIST OE THOSE ENTERING 
RESERVATIONS. (LIMITED OFEICIAL USE - USUN 3776, 3816) 
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UN FINANCES - 

KEMAL (PAKISTAN) INFORMED US THAT THE G-77 AGREED THAT THEIR 
DRAFT GUIDELINES ON UN FINANCES WOULD BE ISSUED AS PAPER OE 
CHAIRMAN OF COMMITTEE OF 54 TO SERVE AS BASIS OF NEGOTIATIONS 
IN COMMITTEE. KEMAL SAID HE BLOCKED DECISION PENDING RECEPT 
OF U.S. COMMENTS ON GUIDELINES. SOVIETS INDICATED INFORM AT.I.Y 
THEY WILL ACCEPT DRAFT GUIDLINES IF G-77 MAINTAINS SOLID FRONT. 

WHEN QUERIED SPECIFICALLY WHETHER SOVIETS WOULD 
DISCONTINUE WITHHOLDING, PAY ARREARS, AND PAY IN USABLE 
CURRENCIES, KEMAL SAID THAT IS SIGNAL HE HAS GOTTEN. KEY 
ELEMENT IS PAYMENT OF BOND COSTS FROM MISCELLANEOUS INCOME 
INSTEAD OF FROM EXPENDITURE BUDGET, THUS PERMITTING SOVIETS 
FACE-SAVING WAY OF PAYING ASSESSMENTS WITHOUT VIOLATING 
THEIR "POSITION OF PRINCIPLE." HE EXPECTED ADEQUATE PLEDGES 
AT PLEDGING CONFERENCE CALLED FOR IN G-77 DRAFT TO PAY OFF 
EXISTING DEFICIT, AND NOTED THAT UN COULD EARN $10 
MILLION A YEAR (HIS FIGURE) IN INTEREST ON U.S. CONTRIBUTION 
IF PAID IN FEBRUARY. SOVIETS HAVE GIVEN NO INDICATION 
OF SIZE OF THEIR PLEDGE, HE SAID. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - 
USUN 3781) 

DEMARCHE TO SYG WALDHEIM ON UN PROGRAM BUDGET - 

GOV SCRANTON SAW SYG WALDHEIM SEPT. 15 TO MAKE U.S. 

DEMARCHE, COORDINATED WITH FOUR OTHER MAJOR WESTERN CONTRIBUTORS, 
ON CRITICAL NEED TO CURB UN BUDGET GROWTH. WALDHEIM, WHILE 
SOMEWHAT TAKEN ABACK BY VIGOR AND SERIOUSNESS OF SCRANTON'S 
REMARKS, AGREED THERE WAS A PROBLEM, BUT, AS EXPECTED,

CHAIRMAN HARRIMAN (NIGERIA) REPORTED TO THE COMMITTEE SEPT. 17

SECRETARY LEWIS AND ACTING ASSISTANCE SECRETARY SEELYE. 

HE EXPRESSED APPRECIATION TO THE DEPARTMENT FOR FRANK

HARRIMAN SUGGESTED PREPARING A PAPER ON THE LUSAKA 
MANIEESTO AND ITS RELEVANCE TO THE CURRENT DEVELOPMENTS IN 
SOUTHERN AERICA, EXPLAINING THE MANIEESTO WAS BEING "DISTORTED" 

IN SOME CIRCULES AS PROVIDING JUSTIFICATION FOR "A DEAL 

WITH VORSTER." HE INFORMED THE COMMITTEE HE HAD SENT MESSAGES

THE COMMITTEE COMPLETED ITS WORK FOR THE CURRENT YEAR SEPT. 17 
WITH ADOPTION OF PROPOSALS FOR AN INDIAN OCEAN CONFERENCE. 

ITS REPORT TO THE GA CONTAINS A RESOLUTION WHICH WOULD HAVE 
THE GA "RENEW ITS INVITATION TO ALL STATES, IN PARTICULAR 
THE GREAT POWERS AND MAIOR MARITIME USERS OF THE INDIAN 
OCEAN, TO COOPERATE IN A PRACTICAL MANNER WITH THE AD HOC 
COMMITTEE..." HSU YI-MIN (CHINA) SAW THE DRAFT RESOLUTION 
AS REELECTING THE MOUNTING RIVALRY OF THE GREAT POWERS IN 
THE INDIAN OCEAN, AND SAID THE INDIAN OCEAN AS A ZONE OF 
PEACE RESTED ENTIRELY ON THE ACTIONS OF THE SUPERPOWERS. 

THE COLOMBO NONALIGNED CONFERENCE CORRECTLY POINTED 
OUT THE NEED TO ELIMINATE THE MILITARY PRESENCE OF THE SUPER- 
POWERS IN THE INDIAN OCEAN. THE CHINESE DELEGATION 
HELD THAT THE STATES OF THE REGION SHOULD UNITE IN THEIR
